throughout 
the 
United States are 


none too good but the frank expecta/- 
tion of official Washington is that im- 
provement will begin 
to be noted 


about the first of the year. 


'Not since the depression of Decem- 


ber. 1914, <i when the outbreak of the 
European 
war played havoc with 


American commerce, 
has 
attention 


been so closely fastened upon the na- 
tional business situation. And while 
officials in the treasury and the vari- 
ous government bureaus 
where con- 


tact with business is close express the 
opinion that there has been some 
justification for pessimism, the uni- 
versal judgment seems to be that con- 
ditions have been made worse by pes 
simistic talk as well as by the hastily 
expressed opinion of would-be-econo 
mists in business men's clubs and 
other places where commercial men 
gather. In other words, the govern- 
ment—meaning most of the officials 
of influence in it—have told the writer 
that the present depression is in large 
part psychological. It was stimulated 
by psychological factors and is being 
maintained by psychological influence. 
And incidentally such predictions as 
Senator Penrose has made from his 
. isolation at Atlantic City concerning 


the "hard" times ahead 
do not sit 


well on either republicans or demo- 
crats who believe it is the duty of 
the members of congress to cease ca- 
lamity howling and give attention to 
the tariff and other economic measures 
•which may afford quick relief in this 
period of readjustment. 


However, the 
questions involved 


:>.rc not political • and 
the 
attitude 


which the government in all its 
' branches is taking toward the busi- 
ness situation is nonpolitical. Just as 
many demands have come from the 
democratic south as from the republi- 
can west for relief measures and the 
dejnocratic administration has had the 
support of leading republicans in con- 
gross in refusing to sanction wild-cat 
remedies. 


Blamo The Retailer 


Wie most striking fact which im- 


presses itself on the investigator here 
is the almost unanimous Judgment 
that the "retailer is blocking the 
game." It is contended that in the 
midst of a falling market, when the 
farmers and manufacturers find it 
necessary to take lower prices for 
their wares, the cost of goods sold in 
the retail stores is not'materialiy re- 
duced. The fanner 
insists that he 


can't take lower prices because his 
cost of living has not declined. 


But in defense of the retailer who 


bought his goods at high prices and 
tools that ho must get rid of them 
somewhere near original cost, 
the 


opinion is volunteered again and again 
that while the retailer may generous- 
ly take some losses 
on the goods 


which he has 6n his shelves he can- 
not afford to take much of a chance 
•when rent and labor1 and 
fuel and 


other items that enter into his over- 
head show little sign of .coming down. 
If the retailer is blocking the read- 
justment, therefore, it is said in his 
behalf that the reasons are to be 
found in the cost of clerical labor and 
light and heat and street car fares and 
delivery wagons and kindred items.

Sim- 
mons told the other democrats that 
the bill as drawn by the house com- 
mittee is not an emergency measure, 
except perhaps as to wool and wheat. 
He said the effort to include many oth- 
er products, some of which are 
im- 


ported into the United States in negli- 
gible quantities, should not be permit- 
ted to succeed. 


"It is a tariff bill and should be giv- 


en full consideration as such," said 
Simmons. 


"I have been unable to find that 


emergency tariff legislation is required 
to protect producers of 
dyestuffs, 


beans, long staple cotton and many 
other commodities now included in the 
bill." 


As first presented to the steering 


committee, the resolution which was 
adopted, stated that "no action . was 
practicable before the holiday recess."

ation for conference over international 
problems not within jurisdiction of the 
court, delegates not being bound in 
advance. 


Harding's first step in the organiza- 


tion of the association of nations prob- 
ably will be a conference for recodi- 
fying of international law. The key- 
stone of his plan is the international 
court which the conference 
feature 


organized on a loose basis after the 
fashion of the international "forum," 
suggested by Hiram Johnson recently. 


Scraps Old Treaty 


The plan follows in general way the 


campaign suggestions made by Hard 
ing in his speech of acceptance and 
his league of nations speech Aug.. 28. 
It virtually ignores the Versailles 
treaty and the league of nations. 
It 


is likely that following adoption of 
the peace resolution informal negotia- 
tions will have to be entered into be- 
tween Germany and the allied powers 
over claims presented by the United 
States to Germany for sunken ships, 
confiscation of American property in 
enemy countries and other grievances.

'simply been forced to close down and 
say they can't start until wages come 
down to levels that permit business 
to operate on a living scale.

different forms. This is the resolution 
to revive the war finance corporation 
to create foreign markets 
for farm 


products. The senate was to consider 
house amendments to this measure 
today and probably will send it to 
conference. Another measure aimed 
to aid farmers is an emergency tariff 
with duties on farm products so high 
that it would effectually shut off im/ 
portations. This has been reported 
by the house ways and means com- 
mittee and 
Chairman Fordney will 


try to rush it through both houses. 


While both house and senate leaders 


would like to shut off these measures, 
they are powerless to do so in face of 
a combination of western and south- 
western legislators. President Wilson 
will veto them, it Is believed, but th's 
will not prevent congress from taking 
up its time with them to the detriment 
of necessary appropriation bills, which 
President-elect Harding asked be pass- 
ed before March 4. 


This week congress wOt have only 


three days-of -work, both houses plan- 
ning to recess Wednesday tor a short 
Christmas vacation.

The four members of the alleged 


"murder cabal," central figures in one 
of the most sensational cases in the 
history of the south were having a

Mathews, who will release them or or- 
der them held for trial. 


Those charged with the murder are 


members of prominent families, own- 
ing large plantations. They are the 
widow- of the dead man who has re- 
married, and now is known as Mrs. 
Pauline Elmer, her sister, Mrs. lone 
Henry, Ernest Hopson, a son of the 
widow by a former marriage, and Mrs. 
Annie E. Cutts.

Americans have been ready and 


•willing to get out of the Philippines 
politically for some time. It was sole- 
ly a question whether the task we un- 
dertook of educating the Filipino to the 
capacity of self-government had been 
performed. 


If we are to accept the word of the 


responsible Filipino leaders the work 
has been done and done well. 
The 


government at Washington is well in- 
formed on conditions in the islands 
and, 
of course, the president bases his 


recommendation on official considera- 
tion of this information. We may ac- 
cept the proposition therefore, that the 
Filipinos are prepared to go it alone.

If we are to be honest in our 
purposes in the Philippines we have no 
alfrrnutive but to cut loose from them. 
What Roosevelt said about the weak- 
ness of the islands to us from a military- 
standpoint is obviously true. We do 
not think it would be denied by our

expansionists.

should it be of more than ordinary con- 
cern to the United States what eventu- 
ally' becomes of the Philippines. . In 
the possession of this country they 
mighl easily help to invohe us in trou- 
ble with Japan. We might far better 
acquiesce in their ultimate absorption 
into the Japanese empire than defend 
them 
against Japanese 
aggression. 


They no longer possess strategic or po- 
litical value, and we could not set up 
an economic interest as paramount to 
the right of the natives to freedom. 


Our departure from the Philippines 


should be complete and without strings, 
and as Roosevelt stated, without guar- 
antees of any kind. Our educational 
and 
humanitarian part has been 


played. We have in twenty years raised 
Vthe Filipino from a condition of vir- 
tual savagery to ability to govern him- 
self after the standards of modern 
civilization. It is the greatest achieve- 
ment of this character by one nation 
for the benefit of another in the history 
of the world, and nothing comparable 
to the results are on record. It is an 
event in a class by itself. 


Withdrawal by the United Stales can

SPLITTING SECONDS 


Telrazzini, the great Italian colora- 


tura soprano, sings and is heard by 
wireless telephone on ships of the 
United States navy, no matter where 
they were scattered. Why fuss with a 
ouija board when such semi-supernat- 
ural events are crowding into everyday- 
life? "We live in an age of split sec- 
onds." says the annual report of Maj. 
Gen. Walter O. Squier, chief signal of- 
ficer of the army. "Wireless messages 
may now be transmitted and received 
practically between any two points on 
the surface of L>c earth in a tenth of a 
second." 


This is amazing progress since the 


first workable wireless apparatus was 
invented 25 years ago by the Italian 
Marconi. That was in 1895. Six vears 


?• 
later Marconi sent the first wireless sig- 
nal across the Atlantic from Cornwall 
to Newfoundland. 
On that historic 


occasion he could transmit nothing ex- 
cept repetitions of the letter S. But in 
another two years he sent complete 
messages by night. The wireless is 
easily the eighth wonder of the world 
as a device of communication alone. 
Yet scientists look for more revolution- 
ary innovations in the wireless of the 
future. 


For instance, in 1914, Marconi in 


London lighted' electric lamps with cur- 
rent sent six miles by wireless. That 
may have been the birth of lighting 
cities and operating machinery by cur- 
rent sent by wireless from distant 
sources of watcrpower. The Prince 
of Monaco has a piano on his yacht 
played by wireless by a master musi- 
cian ashore. At the Indiana State Fair, 
an automobile engine was started 
even.* five seconds by wireless, waves 
sent from a station at Indianapolis, five 
miles away. Recently the 13.000 ton 
battleship Ohio was stripped of its crew 
and operated, steered and maneuvered 
entirely by wireless from another ship. 


These remarkable performances sug- 


gest some of the practical uses to which 
wireless will be put in the future. Many 
of the innovations will be American, 
for our wireless men are in the lead. 
Their latest exploit is the building of 
the world's biggest and most powerful 
wireless plant at Port Jefferson, on 
Long Island. It will open for business 
July 1. 1921.. sending and receiving 
1,000 
words a minute.

petent. Every mother should feel it her duty to see 
that her daughter is properly instructed; if she her- 
self cannot undertake the task, then she should 
seek the aid of some good woman physician. The 
instruction of boys and girls concerning human re-" 
production is a task which requires special fitness. 
Teachers who undertake such 
instruction 
must 


have special training for the work; it is a mistake 
for the ordinary teacher to attempt this difficult 
thing. 


Think of the horrible environment to •which the 


truly modest little girl who writes this letter is con- 
stantly exposed—at school! Doesn't it bring a blush 
of shame? It does if you are a father, a mother, 
even a man or a woman. And think how sadly the 
guardian or relative failed in a sacred duty when the 
child was told that "such things are immodest." 
That is deliberately turning the child over to the 
fifthy instructors who are waiting on every side to 
poison her mind.
